struction yesterday offered the 
Canadian people a ten-year or- 
ganized attack on the nation’s 
serious deficit in homes, to start | 
after the war. It proposed con- 
struction of 606,000 new housing 
units in the decade after the end 
| of the war, and this figure would 
| wipe out half the accumulated 
deficit in housing found in Can- 
| ada and take care of new de- 
mands accumlating during that 
| time. | 
The report gave 50,000 new hous- 
jing units per year as the absolute 
|minimum in setting out argument 
that bold action and initiative by 
federal, provincial and municipal | 
uthorities should be taken to; 
slace housing in the forefront of | 
{Canada’s post-war domestic plans. | 
Even this minimum, the committee 
admitted, was modest compared 
with British or American housing 
proposals, which in Canadian terms 


would mean between 75,000 and | 
100,000 new units annually in a 
country of this size. 


TWO RECOMMENDATIONS 
In addition to comprehensive | 
factual analysis of Canada's hous- | 
ing requirements, the report made 
two basic recommendations that: 
4—All existing federal housing | 
legislation should be revised and | 
consolidated into one statute, ad- | 
ministered by a double-edged auth- | 
ority comprising housing and town | 
planning agencies. |

report envisioned mobilization of 
public, private and co-operative | 
efforts in financing construction of | 
homes. | 
| In overhauling the National Hous- | 
ing Act, the report proposed that 
loans be available up to 90 percent

FARM PROPOSALS 

| In dealing with farm housing, the 
report proposed that farmers be 
given opportunity to obtain mater-

Farm Implement Companies 
To Get 81,750 Tons of Steel 
During Fiscal Year 1944-45

OTTAWA, March 29.—(CP)—Munitions Minister Howe 
said yesterday in the Commons that steel released to farm 
implement companies in the fiscal year 1944-45 will be 81,750 
tons, an increase of 271.1 per cent over the amount used by 


the companies in 1939. 

The minister was replying to 
inquiries about possible increase 
in the output of farm labor-sav- 
ing machinery. 


He said that if more steel was | 


required for the implements in- 
dustry it might be available, but 
he knew nothing of the labor sup- 
ply situation for the implements 
industry, 


URGES NEW MACHINES 

E. E, Perley (P.C., Qu’Appelle), 
said it would be “a splendid thing” 
if additional power machinery and 
repairs could be made available to 
farmers, whose machinery was 
practically worn out. 

Lt.-Col. Arthur Ross (P.C., Sou- 
ris), said more labor should be 
made available to implements’ 
plants if the necessary steel was 
provided. 

General discussion during the 
day was on munitions department 
estimates, 

Answering J. G. Diefenbaker 
(P.C., Lake Centre), Mr. Howe 
said manpower shortages in key 
industries under his control were 
continuous. In recent months, the 
most acute shortages had been in 
the malleable casting and motor 
vehicle industries. The motor 
vehicle Industry never had all 
the men who could be used, 

In lumber more men could al- 
ways be used than were available, 
and there was a deumand for all 
the supplyy that could be cut. 

Gilbert Weir (L., Macdonald), 
said lumber dealers in the west, 

particularly independents, found it 
hard to get lumber to supply their 
customers. 


PROBLEM IN WEST 

Munitions Minister Home said 
distribution of lumber in the west 
had been a problem for the timber 
controller for some time. Some lum- 
ber producers preferred to export 
as higher prices were obtainable in 
the United States, 

Efforts had been made to divert 
more timber to the southern port 
of the prairie provinces.

Mr. Diefenbaker said that during 
the recent speech made by the min- 
ister of aviation no reference had 
been made to the British empire 
or the British commonwealth of 
nations, He wanted to know if 
Canada, by placing the air conven- 
tion before the country was taking 
a position in keeping with or ad- 
verse to that taken by other parts 
of the empire. 

In advocating an empire policy 
the spokesman for the Conserva- 
tive Progressive party said that 
this did not imply domination by 
the empire, and there was no 
threat to any nation impiied in it. 

Canada, he contended, could not 
afford the luxury of isolation after 
the war. 

“I think we have an opportunity 
here in this great set-up of the Brit-

Mr. Vaughan, reviewing the 
railway’s operations in four years 
of war said in the period 1940 to 
1943, C.N.R. trains travelled more 
than 248,000,000 miles, passenger 
car travelled 775,000,000 miles and 
freight cars nearly 6,500,000,000 
miles. Revenue freight carried 
totalled 272,000,000 tons and 93,- 
000,000 passengers were carried. 


Gross revenues for the four years 
exceeded $1,368,000,000 and operat- 
ing expenses were $1,053,000,000. 
The amount paid in wages, $659,- 
000,000, was approximately 57 per 
cent of the total expense. 


DEBT IS REDUCED 

After making provision for $67,- 
000,000 in deferred depreciation 
and similar charges $295,000,000 re- 
mained available for the payment 
of taxes and interest. Expenditures 
of $75,500,000 were made on prop- 
erty investment and the capital 
debt was reduced by $38,800,000 and 
fixed charges by more than $1,- 
000,000. 

T. H. Cooper, comptroller, said 
the percentage of fixed charges 
to operating revenue was 13.75 
for the C.N.R. as against 8.87 for 
the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and an average of 8.82 for class 
one railways in the United 
States. 

“Our fixed charges are out of all 
proportion to the earning power of 
the railway,” Mr. Vaughan said. 

In reply to questions by Ralph 
Maybank (L., Winnipeg North 
Centre), Mr. Vaughan said the fix- 
ed charges should be about halved 
to put the C.N.R, on a_ proper 
basis. 


$300,000,000 REQUIRED 

At another pdint in his evidence 
Mr. Vaughan told Mr. Hanson that 
the C.N.R. required a gross rev- 
enue of $300,000,.000 to ‘break 
even.” 

(The railways revenue last year 
was $440,615,854.) 

“Our revenue per ton mile is’

Dignity in Sackcloth 


It is very dubious news that a judge- 
ship on the supreme court of Canada has 
gone begging since January because no 
member of the Canadian judiciary can be 
found who can afford to accept it. 

The circumstances bear out the argu- 
ment formulated in an article on this page, 
some days ago, that Canadian judges are 
ridiculously underpaid and that our na- 
tional parsimony in this regard may have 
a bad effect on the efficiency of the bench. 

The salary of a justice of the Canadian 
supreme court is $12,000. When income 
taxes are deducted there is a net sum left 
of less than $6,000. On this annual emolu- 
ment no justice, however cautious and econ- 
omical, can maintain the dignity of his high 
office and provide for his days of retire- 
ment, 

Part of the machinery of British justice 
is dignity. Our courts are respected be- 
cause they are aloof, substantial, detach- 
ed. There may be dignity in sackcloth in 
some other fields, but not on the bench. 
That is our tradition and it is too late to 
inaugurate a new one. 

There can only be one result of continu- 
ed shabbiness in the matter of judicial sal- 
aries, 

Sooner or later, we will arrive at the 
point where only men of large private 
means can afford to accept judicial appoint- 
ments. 

What will happen to justice then?

Graduated Subsidies 


The new schedule of coal subsidies runs 
from sixty-five cents per ton in the Edmon- 
ton district to fifteen cents in mines in 
Saskatchewan. This replaces a flat sub- 
sidy of fifty cents per ton in mines in all 
areas in Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The reason for the change was given 
by Hon. C. D. Howe. The former flat rate 
was adopted as an emergency expedient to 
get coal produced when it was too scarce 
to permit haggling about the amount of the 
bonus. The subsidies were intended to 
cover the operators’ losses on account of 
increase in miners’ wages and leave them 
a margin of profit, “but left no incentive 
on the part of the operator to reduce his 
cost to the minimum.” 

The new schedule is based on the fact 
that it costs more to produce coal in some 
areas than in others, The rates indicate the 
average increased cost in the various fields 
due to the wage increase. Subsidies will be 
paid to operators who cannot carry on 
without them, the higher rates to those 
who need most help. A subsidy can be re- 
duced if it is shown after a three-month 
trial that the operator is making more than 
standard profits. 

The plain inference is that the flat-rate 
subsidy was in some areas and cases more 
than was required, while in other areas or 
cases operators lost money because their 
production costs were high. The widely 
varied and somewhat elastic schedule is 
aimed to avoid the waste of public money 
and to put operators under pressure to 
cut down or keep down costs,

The Cassino Stalemate 


When Mr. Churchill said the progress 
of our armies in Italy has not been as rapid 
as expected he stated what is obviously 
true so far as lay observers are concerned, 
Whether he also voiced disappointment 
among the military leaders who planned 
the Italian campaign is not so certain, It 
may not—as it may—have been their pur- 
pose to sweep up the peninsula and crowd 
the Nazis into the stronghold they have 
long been building in the Italian Alps, Of 
this we shall know later, 

If the object was to drive ahead through 
the enemy’s Cassino-Pescara defence line, 
it has not been attained, Instead, there has 
for many weeks been a war of position, in 
which the combatants have exchanged 


blows without much advantage to either, 
but in which the Nazis are believed to have 
suffered the heavier losses, The Allies have 
failed thus far, assuming the purpose was 
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to crash the enemy position and continue 
the push northward. 

But the campaign in Italy has been far 
from a failure. It has been a decided and 
important success, with far-reaching re- 
sults, Sixty-six Italian divisions laid down 
their arms, or came over to the Allied side, 
when Italy surrendered. And 25 German 
divisions are now engaged, ‘for the most 
part in close action,” in trading blows with 
our men—with no other result and no other 
prospect than to keep the fighting away 
from the border of the Reich. 

If 25 German divisions are thus em- 
ployed mostly in the fighting zone, two or 
three times as many men are certainly 
employed in bringing up supplies, repair- 
ing equipment, and doing all the other jobs 
which have to be done behind the firing 
line. Whether these supports are Nazis or 
Fascists or Bulgarians, Hitler has need of 
them, as for his battling divisions, else- 
where. 

All told, the Allies are keeping at least 
three-quarters of a million enemy troops in 
Italy. who could otherwise be strung along 
the walls of the Hitler fortress, resisting 
the Russians or manning defences against 
the expected invasion from the west. Per- 
haps this diversion is the main present pur- 
pose of the Italian campaign? In any case 
it is an important outcome, for the more 
widely the Fuehrer’s forces are scattered 
the weaker his defence lines must be on 
fronts where it is vital that they be strong. 

Whether the deadlocked situation came 
about according to plan or because the 
Allies ran into tougher resistance than 
they looked for, the Cassino-Pescara front 
is a running sore where the Reich is losing 
men, equipment and man-time in a fruitless 
fight. There is nothing for Hitler to gain 
there that could compensate him for the 
cost and the si wn of his other fronts. 


Thousands of friends and acquaintances 
in Edmonton have learned with regret of 
the death at Vancouver of Mr. A. T. Cush- 
ing. Mr. Cushing came to Edmonton as a 
young man and spent his active life here, 
in the lumber business. He served for years 
on the public school board, and also for a 
period on the city council. The family re- 
moved to Vancouver some years ago and 
have since resided there.

B.C. Has Wrested Control 
Of Rich Trades From 


Brown Invaders 


By Alex Janusitis, British United

VANCOUVER, B.C.—The white 
man, Indian and Chinese are solid- 
ly entrenched in the multi-million 
dollar fishing, small boat-building 
and other trades once dominated 
by Japanese in British Columbia 


but are apprehensive about the fu- 
ture because of lack of assurance 
that the Japanese will not return 
after the war to renew competition. 


The whites and Indians moved 
into the fishing and kindred indus- 
tries as soon as evacuation of the 
25,000 Japanese from coastal areas 
began, buying up the 1,200-vessel, 
$1,000,000 Japanese fishing fleet 
and entering the small boat-build- 
ing and net-making enterprises. At 
the same time, Chinese moved into 
the , grocery, confectionery and 
other small rooming houses and 
hotels owned by the Japs. 


The whites and Indians proved 
immediately that they were as good 
fishermen as the Japanese by not 
only equalling the catches of the 
“little yellow men” but in some 
cases greatly exceeding them, at the 


same time raising working condi- 
tions and the standard of living in 


level in the province's history by 
forcing canneries to pay higher 
prices. It is the boast of the In- 
dians and the whites that they have 
answered every call for larger 
catches to feed the Allies. 

They moved into Steveston in 
the Fraser River delta, and other 
fishing communities rendered 
“ghost towns” by evacuation of 
Japanese, and began building their 
own boats and making their own 
nets,

Today British Columbia's fishing 
industry is under the complete con- 
trol of Canadians for the first time 
in 40 years, but there is apprehen- 
sion over how long it will last. 


While fishermen admit they 
could not long stand up under the 
compeition of Japanese if 
latter are allowed to return with 
their cheap labor and price-cut- 
fing tactics. They would like to 
see the Japanese not only banned 
from the fishing industry, but 
from the coast completely. They 
are mindful that the Japanese re- 
ceived top, wartime prices for 
their boats, automobiles and other 
properties and could throw large 
financial resources into the strug-

Editor, Bulletin: In your issue of 
March 25 you carry an editorial 
bearing the caption, “After the 
Show.” 


In justice and fair play your edi- 
torial cries aloud for correction. 


It is almost axiomatic today that 
the finest talent in the world comes 
to each little hamlet and village as 
well as metropolitan centres through 
the medium of motion pictures. 
No matter how inane the story 
material may seem to be or to 
what class of development the ap- 
peal is made, the good inevitably 
triumphs over the evil, and there 
is always something of the true, 
the good and beautiful in every 
program that cannot be contro- 
verted by even the most catholic 
of tastes. 

Perfection in any art is, in fact, 
difficult to achieve. No matter how 
well our work is done, it could be 
better. In order to raise a peoples’ 
morals and education you must 
take them where you find them 
and from that point carry them ap- 
preciatively up to improved levels. 

It is amazing that in one breath 
you can print such an editorial and 
in another print the wholly un- 
necessary and useless scandals, 
such as  Lonergen, disgraceful 
escapades and the sordid details 
of murders, etc. Do you not think 
that these details may do much to 
motivate untrained youth, more 
especially since these articles carry 
no evidence of the real punishment 
of the guilty, nor do they even 
point to any reward for courage 
or innocence? Since you profess to 
a public consciousness over the 
morals of youth and since there 
are many highly successful news- 
papers who, for this reason, eljmi- 
nate from theiy columns such in- 
excusable and sordid material, it 
would seem that you could do no 
less than to follow through. 


Today journalism is an academic 
profession and demands sincerity 
and integrity as well as editorial 
consistency since our very system 
of freedom and democracy would 
be in jeopardy without it, 

The only solution there is for 
juvenile delinquency lies in the 
precept and example which Chris- 
tianity points out to us, under 
whatever name it may appear, The 
motion picture, the radio, the press, 
must each do their part. Can you 
imagine these great mediums serv- 
ing each other, respecting each 
other, and holding the public good 
as paramount always, instead of 
trying to tear each other down. 

When Hitler wished to destroy 
Democracy and _ re-educate’ the 
youth to his own vicious patterns 
his first step was to criticize, then 
ban, the American motion pictures, 
And now that Hitler has showed 
us so graphically the danger of 
permitting erroneous conclusions 
to be disseminated among the peo- 
ple, any material printed in our 
newspapers must be exceedingly 
accurate and of no harmful intent, 
One of our greatest dangers lies 
through the misuse of this medium 
and through failure to correct mis- 
statements, 

Remember that delinquent chil- 
dren require a particularly high 
sense of honesty, courage, patriot- 
ism, ethics, and this you can give 
them in the theatre today when 
they will accept it from no other 
source, There is hardly a produc- 
tion in the motion picture theatre 
today that has not had the in- 
spired touch of our most brilliant 
minds, or that has not influenced 
and conditioned the thinking of 
alert and brilliant people of our 
day. No single class of our popula- 
tion can afford to be left in the 
vanguard. 

If you wish to protect our young

Our Road

It is time that Canadians wak- 


ened from the lethargy with which 
motor vehicle accidents are re- 
garded. If more,than half the 
population of Prescott were killed 
and every man, woman and child 
in Perth,’ Pembroke, Carleton 
Place, and Brockville were injured 
in one great accident, the whole 
world would hear of it and imme- 
diate steps would be taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence. Yet that, in 
effect, is what happens every year 
but, spread over 365 days and 3,000 
miles of Canada, we view the toll 
of death and injury with an apathy 
that is as amazing as it is tragic. 

In 1941, our peak year for motor 
vehicle accidents, there were, in 
Canada, 1,848 deaths and almost 
31,000 injuries attributable to this 
cause. This is 35 per cent more 
deaths than our Canadian troops 
suffered in the first six months’ 
fighting in Sicily and Italy and the 
injuries total almost seven times 
the number of wounded in the 
same period. The army casualty 
lists which appear in The Journal 
contain approximately 100 names 
per column, On this basis, two full 
issues of The Evening Journal 
would be required to carry the 
names of the dead and injured 
from motor vehicle accidents in a 
normal year. Two full issues with- 
out a line of news, an editorial, a 
square inch of advertising or a 
single comic strip. Nothing but 
column after column of dead and 
maimed, 

This continuing toll is a disgrace 
to a country which prides itself 
upon being advanced in most re- 
spects. Pointing to other countries 
whose record is worse than our 
own does not lessen our respons- 
ibility in the slightest degree. 
is time, long past time, that we 
searched for the answer to this 
problem, set men of intelligence 
and determination at finding it. 


Part of the solution may lie in 
safety campaigns, the value of

The conference of the International 
Labor Organization opening April 
20 in Philadelphia will have before 
it a proposal for the adoption of 
treaty guarantee- 
ing the pension rights of workers 
recruited by Germany, it was an- 
nounced here last night by the 
International Labor office. 

The proposal is contained in a 
report prepared for submission 
to the conference by the office. 
The proposed treaty, while de- 
signed primarily to safeguard the 
social security benefits of foreign 
workers employed in German 
war production, covers all 
workers recruited for temporary 
employment in another country 
during the war. 

The report says that an LL.O, 
study published last year estimated 
there were 5,000,000 foreign workers 
employed in Germany or in coun- 
tries under German control at the 
beginning of 1943, and that since 
this number has increased 
considerably.

FAILURE OF IDEAS 

The failure was not technological 
but a failure of ideas. The Ger- 
mans had pioneered in the four- 
engined airplane and had used it 
for interception purposes in the 
Battle of the Atlantic, But Goering 
and his associates could not grasp 
the principle of strategic air power 
and lacked the military imagina- 
tion to recognize how Allied bomb 
ing on a strategic scale would 
stymie them at every turn 

Lack of long-range strategic 
aviation in sufficient strength 
prevented the Germans from ex- 
ploiting their initial victories

WRONG NOTIONS 

In the United States, too, the 
second World War found us with 
wrong notions on the role of avia- 
tion and therefore wrong equip- 
ment, which is always a reflection 
of military ideas, Our air forces 
were not. only 
wrongly conceived as merely sup- 
porting weapons of the ground and 
naval forces, American firepower 
was meagre, our planes were not 
armored, we had no self-sealing 
fuel tanks, we possessed no long- 
range fighter planes capable of 
convoying bombers. Our Flying 
Fortresses were underarmed and 
devoid of armor, and without gun 
turrets, Our main fighter planes 
|lacked altitude and were deficient 
in armament, The lessons of the 
Battle of Britain were lost on the 
|generals and admirals who had the 
final say on our air power, just as 
they were lost on Goering. 


But in the American democracy, 
the leverage of public opinion 
came into play. Individual airmen, 
ignoring the displeasure of the 
brass-hats, did not hesitate to point 
out mistakes and to insist that they 
be corrected A free press and 
radio shouted embarrassing ques- 
tions. Every official alibi was torn 
to shreds. The average citizen, 
bringing to bear common sense in- 
stead of congealed military tradi 
tions, supported the critics. Airmen 
on the fighting fronts were not 
shot on the spot for telling the 
folks back home what was wrong 
with their equipment, as would 
have happened in a totalitarian 
state 


PUBLIC DISCONTENT 

| The fact that the greatest tech 
nological Country in the world 
was exhibiting the most backward 
aircraft in a war that clearly was 


heading for a showdown in the 
skies caused a tidal wave of public 
discontent. That backwardness, it 


was apparent, was no fault of our 
| aeronautical industry, which had 
the engineering and _ inventive 
brains to produce the best aircraft 
in the world, The fault was with 
retarded military ideas, resulting 
in fallacious specifications by 
which the aviation industry had to 
abide 


The force of public opinion 
swept all barriers from its path 
Though officials might continue to 
explain mistakes, they were 
obliged to revise their views and 
equipment, and our country’s pro- 
ductive genius quickly came 
through with better planes, Thus 
it hapened that our heavy bomb 
ers were rapidly improved, Thus 
it happened that the very people 
who were chiefly responsible for 
failure to armor airplanes soon 
were boasting of superio amor 
‘against the unarmed Japanese

United States 
Airplane Lands 
In Open River 


When the electrical control sys- 
tem for the landing wheels failed 
to function on a U.S.A.A.F, am- 
phibian plane on a training flight

CORPORAL NOW MAJOR 

Maj. W. G. Longhurst, Edmonton, 
came to England as a corporal 
and distinguished himself in Or- 
tona, where he had to be remind- 
jed that he was a company com- 
mander and not a section leader— 
so close did he keep to his com- 
pany’s spearpoint. 

With men of that type inspiring 
this Western Canadian regiment, 
they have been cited for outstand- 
ing accomplishments from Leon- 
!forte, Agira and a daring thrust up 
the Salso Valley in Sicily; to Pot- 
enza, Basilice, Vinchiatura, Colle 
d’Anchise and the savage eight-day 
battle for Ortona in Italy, 


IN SKIRMISH 

After many uneventful days fol-) 

lowing the Italian landing, Edmon- 
ton scouts skirmished with demo- 
lition parties of the enemy west of 
Potenza, had a scrap at Basilice, 
maintained contact with the enemy 
up to Vinchiatura, key town south- 
west of Campobasso, and took Colle 
d’Anchise after a lively fight. Then 
when the amazing Edmontons went 
into rest at Baranello Station, they, 
held a donkey derby and spent time 
at organizing discussions on post- 
war rehabilitation and demobiliza- 
tion problems, 

Following their rest, they went 
into the 21-day battle for the Moro 
River valley culminating in the 
successful eight-day house-to- 
house battle for Ortona, The Ger- 
mans used flame throwers against 
the Edmontons at Ortona, and it 
was there that the ingenious ac- 
tion of the regiment, formulated 
by Maj. Longhurst, hastened the 
withdrawal of the Germans from 
hard-won Ortona. 


| SURPRISED NAZIS 

The Canadians were fighting with 
the disadvantage of battling from 
the bottom of Ortona’s stone houses 
to the top. The Edinontons tackled 
a difficult block, battled their way 
to the top of the first house—and 
from then on attacked the Germans 
in each house from the top down, 
After clearing one house, they would 
blast a hole in the wall leading to 
the top floor of the next house. This 
strategy took the German defend- 
ers completely by surprise and cut 
Canadian casualties to a minimum. 


Cairn Is Erected 
On Kiska Island 


A cairn bearing the crest of the 
24th Field Regiment, R.C.A., has 
been built and dedicated on Kiska} 
to commemorate the arrival and; 
departure of the regiment, which 
took part in the routing of the Jap-| 
anese from the island, according to! 
Capt. J, E. Edgar. of Edmonton, an 
officer of the regiment. 

The dedication service was con- 
ducted by chaplains of the United 
States and Canadian forces and at- 
tended by members of all regi-| 
ments included in the expedition. 

The cairn, built with native sand 
and stone of the island and other, 
materials brought in by the Japan- 
ese, measures 8 by 12 feet, and is} 
inscribed with 1,800 rounds of Jap+ 
anese live ammunition found on the 
island deserted by the invaders. 
The shells were pushed nose down 
in the soft concrete and painted 
in regimental colors. | 

At the foot of the crest, buried | 
in the concrete, is a shell contain- 
ing the nominal roll and history of 
the regiment. The regiment, which) 
includes seyeral men from Edmon- 
ton and Northern Alberta, returned 
to Canada in January.

Helped Cousin 
Under Threats 


George Desjarlais, 23-year-old | 
Conklin district Cree Indian, in 
a statement given to the R.C.M.P. 
after his arrest in May, 1943, said 
that he had assisted Sam Desjar- 
lais dispose of the murdered 
body of Karl N. Hemmingsen, 
Monday River trapper, under 
threats of death, Corporal R. H. 
Walker, R.C.M.P., testified in | 
supreme court Wednesday dur- 
ing the hearing of a murder 
charge against George Desjarlais. 


Chief Justice W. C. Ives and a 
jury are trying the case. 

The accused gave two state- | 
ments to the police. In one he 
denied taking any part in the 
shooting or the disposal of the 
body of the murdered man. In the 
other he stated that Sam Desjar- 


| 
lais, now awaiting the death sen- | 
tence for the slaying of Hemming- ] 


‘sen, had threatened to kill him if | 


he did not assist in the disposal of 
the body. | 
In the second statement the ac- | 
cused said that he and Sam left | 
Conklin for Monday River to at- | 
tend to their trap lines. They made 
camp on arrival at Monday River 
and had started supper when Hem- 
mingsen came into the camp. 


“The murdered man also made 
supper, and talked for a time. As 
he was leaving Sam told me he 
was going to shoot him,” George's 
statement continued. “I tried to 
stop him, telling him many peo- 
ple came this trail. As Hemming- 
sen walked away Sam picked up 
the 30-30 rifle and loaded it. 
Hemmingsen turned as if he had 
heard the noise of the loading of 
the rifle. When he turned Sam 
shot him. He fell down. Then 
Sam ran to him and shot him

again.” 

After the shooting of Hemming- 
sen, the statement continued, Sam 
shot the trapper’s dog twice, and 
disposed of the body in some hol- 
low ground near the shooting place. | 
He cut the harness off the dog, and 
cached it with a bundle of furs 
taken from the dead man.

After that he searched the dead| 
man’s pockets, took out his watch} 
and purse. He took $4 from the!

@ Council of Social Agencies 


First Established in 1942 


The first major step in establish- 
ing a modern social and community 
organization in Edmonton was the 
setting up of the Council of So- 
cial Agencies which was followed | 
by the successful development of | 
the Community Chest. Out of the | 
part time activities of the Council | 
of Social Agencies, which operated | 
under the Family Committee of 
the Council, there grew the feeling 
that there was a place for a separ- 
ate family welfare organization, | 
and this agency, the Family Wel- 
fare Bureau, was formerly opened | 
in January 1942. 

Believing that a joint organiza- 
tion would be stronger and more 
effective, and to avoid duplication 
of services the Catholic Family 
Agency generously closed down 
and the new agency accepted full 
responsibility for both Catholic and 
Protestant family welfare work. 

The basic aim is to provide fam- | 
{ly welfare services on an_indi- | 
vidual basis to every family in 
need, regardless of race, creed or | 
color. 


ASSUME RESPONSIBILITIES | 


The bureau was asked to assume | 
in steadily increasing volume, re- 
sponsibilities of the Dependents’ 
Allowance Board and the Depend- 
ents’ Board of Trustees. 

In 1942 there were 933 applica- | 
tions for assistance, and in 1943 
that number was increased to 1,309 
families, a growth of 376 over the 
previous year. Of that number 81 
per cent were dependents of men 
in the armed forces. 

Some of these families 
intensive care because their prob- 
lems were so serious that the 
whole structure of their family! 
life was threatened. Others receiv- 
ed brief services because their dif- 
ficulties only concerned perhaps 
one aspect of their lives and could 
be settled with much greater ease 
and in a shorter time.

They 
were extremely grateful for the 
care they had received, and it had 
a great effect upon the feeling of 
friendliness which these men in iso- 
lated places now have for Ameri- 
cans, 

For two hours in the afternoon, 
Major Art Williams, a friend of ours 
who is a character and has lived} 
in this country for 10 years, showed 
us interesting places in the interior 
He was a flier during World War I, 
and he knows every mountain and | 
stream. | 

Around Georgetown and all along | 
the coast, British’ Guiana is low— 
practically under water. Rice and 
sugar grow and there is a certain 
amount of gardening on drier spots. 
But the jungle is thick as you get 
further back, and you see both 
up to date and very primitive gold 
and diamond mining in occasional 
clearings, apd then high mountains 
loom before you. 

The rivers are filled with rApids. 
We hoped to get a glimpse of the 
highest falls in the world, but the 
mountains were enveloped in mist. 
Instead we saw an extraordinary 
sight, swiftly blowing dark clouds, 
a lowering and angry sky, and be- 
low us, a steaming jungle from 
which floated upward what might 
have been clouds, smoke or steam. 

I could only think that it would 
have been a remarkable illustration 
from Dante’s Inferno, and we in 
our little plane might have been the 
disembodied spirits looking down 
into the terrifying hell of Dante's} 
dream, It was evil looking and yet} 
fascinating, full of hidden things.

HALIFAX, March 29-—-(CP)—A 
10-point program of the state's 
responsibilities to youth was laid 
down last night by Progressive 
Conservative Leader Bracken. 


In an address at a public meeting 
here, Mr. Bracken declared it was | 
the responsibility of the state to see) 
that its youth were: 

1, Well born—meaning born 
healthy. 

2, Maintained in health 

3. Developed in character. 

4. Informed in the useful wisdom 
of the ages 

Trained in a useful calling. 

6. Taught the dignity of labor. 

7. Required to work as well as 
learn. 

8. Shown the mental and spiritual 
necessity of accomplishment. 

9. Given opportunity to earn a 
living. 

10. Expected to carry their own 
weight in the community, and a 
little more if they can, 


SEES LITTLE CREDIT 


“How well has the state carried 
out these responsibilities?” the 
party leader asked. “I am afraid 
with all too little credit to itself.” 


Mr. Bracken’'s address, on “The 
State’s Responsibility to Its 
Youth,” was the first he had de- 
livered with this prorblem as its 
main topic. He said there now 
was no excuse for “Permitting 
the youth of today to experience 
the same delemmas as were prev- 
alent in the twenties.” 

Sound leadership was needed, he 
said, with objective planning and 
realistic action at the national and 
international level, 

The state's responsibility to its 
young generation today was very 
great. “It is greater by far than 
in any generation prior to this age 
of sciences and machines,” Mr, 
Bracken. declared. “Any _ state 

which now neglects to guard, pro- 
lect and develop its youth is invit- 
ing social chaos.” 
CANADA'S POSITION 

For Canada, Mr. Bracken said, 
{his conception of the state's re- 
sponsibility to its youth had this 
application: 

“The necessity of correcting the 
| faults in our economy; giving to the 
youth of the land the advantage of 
health and education and training; 
and helping them to a sense of 
responsibility for society, 

“In my opinion, we must set 
out deliberately to reverse some 
of the lazy tendencies of the past. 
In health matters, we must set 
out to prevent illness as well as 


| 


to try to cure it. | 
| “In education we must set out | 
conscientiously to develop youth, | 


we must set out ta prevent unem- 
ployment in preference to taxing 
ourselves to pay men to do little 
| or nothing. 


|RAISE LOW WAGES 
“In social security, we must set 
}out to raise low wages and give 
men jobs, and in that way provide 
security rather than let men lie 
jidle or work at low pay and then 
put on taxes to give them relief, 
“In agriculture, we must discard 
the idea that it is inevitable that 
farmers must work longer hours 
and at less pay than anybody else. 
“In economics, we must ex- 
pand our economy, rather than 
restrict it as we have done in the 
past. 


“In our political philosophy, 
must replace the cynicism of the 
present by a restored faith in 
democratic government, and in the 
proper functioning of our economy, 

“In government fiscal policy, we 
must reverse the trend to extravag- 
ance if we are not to wake up some 
morning and find we have inherited 
Socialism or Fascism,

“In taxation, we must call a halt 
to excessive rates unless we want 
enterprise to close its doors and let 
the government take over business, 

“In social economics, we must 
find a way to raise low wages of 
the younger workers if we are to 
avoid the ill consequences of de- 
laying marriages.

Eminent McGill. 
Economist, Dies’ 


TORONTO, March 29—(CP) 
Stephen Leacock, eminent McGill 
university economist who gained 
international fame for his humor- | 
Ous writing, died last night at 
Toronto General Hospital after an 
illness of several weeks, He was 
74 years old. 
Superannuated in May, 

Leacock spent most of his time 
since then at writing. In 1938 he 
won the Tweedsmuir prize for his 
book “My Discovery of the West.” 


WROTE MANY BOOKS 

Leacock wrote many books. Some 
were serious volumes on political 
economy, biography and_ history. 
But it was for the cheerful nonsense 
he wrote in such books as “Literary 
Lapses” and “Behind the Beyond” 
that he first became famous 

Mr. Leacock was noted as a 
speaker, and had travelled exten- 
sively on lecture tours, At his super- 
annuation in 1936 he was tendered a 
banquet at which he gave his last 
lecture to his students. He entitled 
it “Paradise Lost.” The paradise lost 
was not Milton’s, he said, “but yours 
and mine and that of all who find 
their time at college has run out.” 

Two years later in an address 
he said: “Now that | am on the 
shelf | am going to remain on the 
shelf. | am going to be as high as 
a Parsee on a tower, | shall re- 
flect a hell of a lot, but | shall 
say nothing.” 

Ile did “reflect a hell of a lot” in 
his retirement, and much of his re- 
flection was put into print. He pub- 
lished “Humor and Humanity” in 
1937, “Here Are My Lectures” in 
the same year, “Canada, the Foun- 
dations of Its Future” in 1941, “My 
Remarkable Uncle” in 1942 and 
“Montreal, Seaport and City” in} 
1942. 

BORN !N ENGLAND 

Leacock was born in Swanmoor, 
Hants, Eng., Dec. 30, 1869 and came 
to Canada with his parents when he 
was six. He was educated at Upper 
Canada College and graduated 
from University of Toronto in 1891 

He spent some time on the 

Upper Canada staff, then studied 
economics at the University of 
Chicago. In 1903 he was granted 

his doctorate of philosophy and 
joined the economics staff of Mc- 

Gill at Montreal. Later he be- 
came head of that department. 

Mr. Leacock’s wife died in 
after they had been married 
years. They had one son, Stephen 
Lushington Leacock, born in 1915,
